Clearly defined in the central back- 
ground is a large rectangular area in black. 

© many of the newspaper readers this 
would have been a cause: for inquiry, but not 
to Altona and Newport residents. 

The photograph was taken on a calm 
day. So that the black pall so evident on 
several days last week and this week was. not 
seen. Only the menacing area of the briqu- 
ette dump was visible. 

The picture did show something else. 
The economic futility of this relatively large 
area being so unproductively used in the very 
midst of a region otherwise so fully exploited 
by industrial and residential development. 

The accompanying, article with the 
heading, “Hopes Bright in West Side,” 
spoke of the immense possibilities of pro- 
gress in the western area. 

| The black mark while it remains as in 
the picture is definitely a hindrence to the 
fullest development of Altona. Much has . 
been said and must continue to be said of 
the menace of the dump to householders. 
Obviously here material and domestic pro- 
gress are threatened. 

Surely if the present estimate of the 
bridge cost ($38,000,000) is considered 
essential for the development of the south- 
western metropolis, a much smaller sum 
could be found for the removal of this an- 
achronism—the briquette dump.

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THE FINANCIAL OUTLOOK. My view is that the financial outlook in our country 
promises well for the remainder of the financial year. Overseas the picture 
is more clouded with the disturbing problem of a growing shortage of inter- 
national liquidity threatening the orderly growth of international trade. 
Full support should be given, therefore, to our own Federal Treasurer's 
strong plea, made in September at the annual meeting of the International 
Monetary Fund in Washington, for an carly solution by the many nations 
concerned and the provision, as may be necessary, of adequate financial 
resources to cope with growing trade between. the nations. 


MONETARY POLICY AND BANKS AID BUSINESS. A slightly higher margin of “free” 
funds enabled additional lending especially necessary in the t 
stricken areas, and also more generally in view of the less buoyant tradmg 
conditions which began to emerge last year. The result was that the 
trading banks were able to extend an additional $227m. of credit over the 
year to September; the Savings Banks also lent an additional $223m. It is 
not too much to claim that the large financial assistance extended by the 
banking system has been a,major factor in warding off what otherwise 
might have developed into a business downturn. 

REVIVAL OF CONFIDENCE IN BUSINESS NEEDED. Internal business is certainly 
not as buoyant as it was a year ago and our overall growth rate would not 
appear to be as high as one would like to see. While in such conditions it 
is difficult to predict the outcome, there is no reason for thinking that we 
are about to commence a downward slide.

There have 
been individual Business disasters but it is-illogical and wrong to conciude 
from these unfortunate incidents that any general foss of confidence in 
business and its future is warranted.

SAFETY HINTS 

The Life Savers commence 
Beach Patrols on Saturday Dec- 
ember 3, and will continue until 
the end of March 1967. A patrol 
of 6 will be on duty from 2 pan. 
till 6 pm. each Saturday and 
from 10 a.m. till 6 p.m. each 
Sunday and Public Holiday. 
Every endeavour will be made to 
maintain a patrol each day dur- 
ing the School Holidays. 

Two beach markers will be on 
the beach in the vicinity of the 
Club house and poor swimmers 
and young children should use 
this section of the beach. 


Parents should keep a close 
watch on young children using 
rubber toys, rafts, motor tubes 
ete.. particularly when an off- 
shore wind is blowing as they 
ean very soon drift into deep 
water. : 

Don’t swim within an hour if 
having a substantial meal, nor 
remain in the water when really 
hungry as a hungry swimmer 
Jacks energy and quickly tires. 

Don’t stay in the water when 
you start to shudder as this is a 
sure way of getting cramp. 

Don’t bully and scare the life 
out of poor swimmers. This 
results in loss of confidence and 
make them permanently afraid 
of the water, 

Don't dive into walter of un- 
known depth particularly in 
rivers and Jakes where the level 
can drop considerably during a 
dry spell. Look around for a 
depth or enter feet first. Other- 
wise you may find yourself with 
a broken neck or buried head 
first in mud. 

Boat owners should steer well 
clear of swimmers. Users of 
ski-boards should also keep 
clear of areas where there are a 
large number of swimmers. 
Many serious accidents have 
been caused by swimmers being 
struck by boards. 

Finally, help to keep our 
beaches clean and safe by not 
leaving bottles and other danger- 
ous debris behind when you 
leave.

Advises 
To Pay 


Inter Exam Levy 


A circular sent to parents of fourth 
form students at Altona High School 
urged them not to pay the $3 levy for 
their children to enter the intermediate 
examination, but the Minister of Educa- 


tion (the Hon. J. S. 


Bloomfield) recom- 


- mends payment of the fee. 


The circular advised 


parents that even if the 


fee was not paid the students would still be allowed 


to sit for the examination. 


Parents were urged to write 
{o Cr. J, J. Ginifer, M.P., pro- 
testing against “‘the unwarran- 
ted fee."" Cr. Ginifer passed on 
one inquiry from a parent and 
a copy of the circular to the 
Minister. 


The reasons for not paying the 
fee, as set out in the circular, 
are— 

“The money is paid to the 
Victorian Universities and 
Schools Examinations Board 
which feeds all results into a 
computor and issues a slip of 
paper to each students seiting 
out his/her results. This is cer- 
tainly not worth $3. 


“Your child's teachers set the 
examination papers, and mark 
them as part of their normal 
job. This costs you nothing. 

‘ "We send the results to the 
V.U.S.E.B, which later ‘sends 
them back on a slip of paper. 

“V.ULS.E.B. uses most of your 
$3 for its other functions such 
as curriculum research. 

“V.U.S.E.B. has no source of 
income apart from such fees. 
The government refuses to sub- 
sidise it. 

“All these points add up to 
the conclusion DON'T PAY. 

“What might happen to your 
child if you do not pay? 

“Most employers will accept 
a report book which will con- 
tain results. Intending appren- 
tices MAY need the slip of paper 
from V.U.S.E.B, and thus it, 
would be safer if they paid. 

“Those students going on to 
Form 5 will not be affected, 

“Note that if you do not pay 
your child will still be allowed 
to sit for examinations; we will 
still mark the papers, and you 
will still get results entered in 
report books."” 





In reply to Cr. Ginifer’s in- 
quiry, the Minister of Educa- 
tion wrote— 

“I refer to your inquiry on 
behalf of a parent of an Altona 
High School pupil concerning the 
payment of fees for entrance to 
the intermediate examination. I 
am inquiring into the matter and 
have now received preliminary 
advice, I write only at this stage 
to recommend that the parent 
concerned should pay the fee. 


“The service rendered by the 
V.U.S.E.B. in respect of inter- 
mediate certificates represents 
something more than the posting 
of a slip of paper. Records of 
all successful candidates must 
be preserved and available in- 
definitely.

Yachts 





A blistering north-westerly wind last 
Saturday led to the abandonment of all

Gusts of up to 35 m.p.h. prevailed at starting 
time. Many an anxious eye watched the wild fluctua- 
tions of the club’s wind guage. 


Much debate took place as to 
the advisability of sailing in the 
extremely heavy off-shore con 
ditions. By a slender majority 
decision of the Sailing Commit- 
tee it was decided to race as 
scheduled and the crash boat 
put to sea to lay the various 
buoys which were to pin-point 
the course. 

The wild pitching of the boat 
proved to be a sure indication 
of the torrid conditions the 
yachts were soon to encounter. 
It became apparent that many 
skippers were delaying the rig- 
ging of their boats till the last 
moment, being content to wait 
and see if conditions would im- 
prove, 

The fleet-winged Hornets were 
scheduled to start first and 
eventually, one by one, were 
put in the water. 

Great cascades of flying spray 
whipped from the hulls as the 
boats fairly screamed to the 
start line. Sailing in these con- 
ditions was only for the highly 
skilful. Everyone knew that one 
false move would mean disaster 
in a flash and probably break- 
ages of expensive fittings and 
equipment. 

Colin Mcinlay’s relatively new 
Hornet was the first to capsize 
and was the forerunner of a 
whole succession of capsizing in- 
cidents. 2 

The start proved to be an un- 
ruly struggle to keep the boats 
upright rather than a tactical 
battle fon positions, which is the 
usual feature of yacht racing. 

Tom Jones, skippering Jet, and 
Ted Philipps in Laphil, were 
masterly in their expert band- 
ling of their boats through the 
start line. By this time the wind 
had increased in velocity and 
conditions were positively feroci- 
ous. 

The light Moths were also out 
on the water at this stage and 
being ‘‘one man” boats, their 
skippers were soon in trouble 
trying to cope with the howling 
winds. Capsized crafts dotted 
the horizon in alt directions, yet, 
by miraculous good fortune, all 
beats were as yet undamaged 
and were righted by their crews. 

A much depleted Heron fleet 
of five boats also set off from 
shore with the G.P. 14's and 
even these under canvassed 
boats were fairly flying through 
the choppy seas toward the 
start line. 








The Heron skippers, however, 
were the first to abandon the 
racing, having in most cases 
light weight juniors as crew- 
men. They just did not have 
the weight to hold their craft up- 
right. In the meantime, the 
Hornets and Moths seemed to 
be in trouble everywhere. 

John Andress in Shadow was 
already crippled with a snap- 
ped mast. 

With the wind guage recording 
gusts on shore in excess of 40 
m.p.h. it was decided to cali 
the racing off and the crash 
boat was informed of the de- 
cision on the “two-way" radio 
which is such an important fea- 
ture of racing at Altona. 

The decision was a -wise one 
because it is almost tertain 
that more boats would have 
suffered damage had the racing 
continued. 

The program will be re-run on 
Sunday, December 4, at 10 a.m.

GARBAGE SHORTLY 


Altona's household garbage 
collection service may soon be 
improved. 

A decision may be made very 
shortly that TWO garbage cans 
up to 2% cubic feet capacity, 
may be left and cleared each 
week instead of QNE. 

The Altona’ Shire Council's 
staff and planning committee has. 
recommended that the council's 
garbage collection contract with 
Mr. A. Lane be varied so that 
he will be paid for the collection 
of the extra bin. 

The comittee has recommen-
